(By The Associated Press) 


London, Dec. 10—Britain lost two of her mightiest capital 


ships today—the powerful new 35.000-ton battleship Prince 
of Wales and the 32,000-ton battle "cruiser Repulse—both 
sunk by the Japanese off Malaya in the "most disastrous single 
blow struck to the British. Navy in the whole war. 


Their loss was announced by the Adimralty without word 


of how they were sent to the bottom of the Pacific ocean or 
of the fate of their crews, together more than 3,000 men. 


Destroyed in Air Attack 


A Japanese communique said they were destroyed by air 


attack. 


This, if confirmed, would be the first known sinking of 


any warship of that size either of the Prince of Wales or 
the Repulse by aerial bombardment. 


The Prince of Wales, only recently dispatched to the 


Pacific, was the flagship of the fleet Britain had-massed and 
organized to defend the empire in the Far East. 


Prime Minister Churchill made public the announcement 


in a terse statement before the shocked House of Commons. 


H<? gave the news bluntly: _ 
"I have bad news for the house-whieh- I-thought I should 


impart to them at the earliest possible moment," he declared. 
"The report has been received- from-SingApore that HMS 
Prince of Wales and HMS Repulse have been sank while car- 
rying out operations against a Japanese attack upon Malaya.

Japanese land forces attempting to invade the crown colony of Hong Kong, with a principal point 


of attack in the neighborhood of Taipo, were reported by British sonrees to have been halted by artillery 
fire from British mainland defenses.

Macao is a Portuguese possession.

London, Dec. IO —Britain lost two of her mightiest capital 
ships today—the powerful new 35.000-ton battleship Prince 
of Wales and the 32,000-ton battle cruiser Repulse— both 
sunk by the Japanese off Malaya in the most disastrous single 
blow struck to the British Navy in the whole war. 
Their loss was announced by the Admiralty without word 
of how they were sent to the bottom of the Pacific ocean or 
of the fat» of their crews, together more than 3,000 men. 
Destroyed in Air Attack 
A Japanese communique said they were destroyed by air 
attack. 
This, if confirmed, would be the first known sinking of 
any warship of th a t size either of the Prince of Wales or 
the Repulse by aerial bombardm ent. 
The Prince of Wales, only recently dispatched to the 
Pacific, was the flagship of the fleet Britain had massed and 
organized to defend the em pire in the F ar East. 
Prim e M inister Churchill made public the announcement 
in a terse statem ent before the shocked House of Commons. 
He gave the news bluntly: 
“ I have bad news for the house which I thought I should 
im part to them at the earliest possible m om ent,'’ he declared, 
“The report has been received from Singapore th a t HMS 
Prince of Wales and JIMS Repulse have been sunk while ca r­ 
rying out operations against a Japanese attack upon Malaya.

War Department Announces Defeat 
O f Hostile Attack A g a i n s t Luzon 


Washington, Dee. IO (A P )— The defeat of a hostile 
attack against the west coast oi Luzon, principal island 
of the Philippines, by Army and Navy forces was an­ 
nounced today in the War Deoartmer.t’s first communique 
of the war. 
The text of the Department’s communique: 
“Information received last night frc.n the command- 
— log-general, Far Eastern command, reveals the defeat of 
a hostile attack against the west coast of Luzon between 
San Fernando and Vigan resulting in direct hits on three 
hostile ships and damage to the remaining three, one ship 
capsiziing and sinking immediately. 
“The Navy Air force participated in the attack in 
close cooperation with the Army. No operations have as 
yet materialised in the southern islands.” 


Manila, P. I., Dec. K M A P)— Under cover of a heavy 
night-long bombardment from the air, the Japanese suc­ 
ceeded in landing troops in northern Luzon today after su f­ 
fering heavy casualties inflicted by American warplanes w hich 
sank one transport and damaged ai least two more, U. S. 
Army headquarters announced. 
A communique issued shortly before noon by General 
Douglas MacArthur, U. S. commander in the Philippines, said 
the Japanese had effected landings at Aparri, at the extreme 
northern tip of the island approximately 400 miles from 
Manila, and perhaps at several other nearby points. 
Battle Still Raging 
Philippine constabulary reports declared that the Japa­ 
nese also had gained a foothold at Vigan, on the Luzon west 
coast about midway between Manila and Aparri. 
All indications were that a heavy battle still was raging 
all along the northern and northwest coasts of the island, 
with Naval, Air and Land forces involved. 
The Army communique said the exact strength of the 
attacking Japanese forces was not known, but declared 
gravely: 
“The enemy is in heavy force off the northern coast of 
Luzon extending from Vigan to Aparri.” 
Invaders loose Heavily 
The announcement declared that six Japanese transports, 
escorted by large naval units and aircraft, were engaged in 
landing operations off Vigan about 7:30 a. rn. (6:30 p. rn. 
KST Tuesday) but did not say whether a landing actually 
had been effected there.

THE FLOW OF MATURITY 
We like to read comforting books. 


We like to talk with people whose 
years have become mellowed by ex- 
perience. Antique furniture seems 
to flow with the love and skill of its 
maker, as well as with the love of 
those who once cherished it. 


The inception, growth, and matur- 


ity of Walt Whitman's "Leaves of 
Grass," is one of the great achieve- 
ments in literature. Literally, it took 
a lifetime for the poet to write this 
one book. Little by little it grew 
to rich maturity, and yet over the 
years there was a flow of Whitman 
through it all—the flow of a unique 
character, a gentle one, robust in 
heart.

the end of the war. 


Brigadier General Lewis B. Her- 


shey, National Selective Service di- 
rector, said reclassification of sel- 
ectees who had been given occu- 
pational deferments was under con- 
sideration, and that later the re- 
classification of men deferred be- 
cause of dependents might be dis- 
cussed. 


May Lower Age Limit 


Although General Hershey said 


there was a "strong possibility" that 
Congress would lower the draft age 
minimum from 21 to 18, Rep. May

"I don't think there will be any 


such step soon, maybe not at all," 
the Kentuckian said.

The Moscow radio said the 12th 


German tank division, the 18th 
motorized division and the 61st in- 
fantry dlvLion were i-outed with 
heavy casualties after they had held 
Tikhvin £en days. 


"The remainder of these divisions 


have taken on peasant clothing, 
thrown away their equipment and 
are trying to escape through the 
woods," it was said. "Our booty is 
great." 


Destroy Tanks 


A communique later said Soviet 


air units had destroyed 10 German 
tanks, 67 trucks with infantry and 
military supplies, about 80 carts with 
ammunition and 600 soldiers and 
officers in one day s activity.

THE FLOW OF MATURITY 
We like to read comforting books. 
We like to talk with people whose 
years have become mellowed by ex­ 
perience. 
Antique furniture seems 
to flow with the love and skill of its 
maker, as well as with the love of 
those who once cherished it.. 
The inception, growth, and m atur­ 
ity of Walt W hitm ans “Leaves of 
Grass.” is one of the great achieve­ 
m ents in literature.

Little by little it grew 
to rich m aturity, and yet over the 
years there was a flow of W hitman 
through it all—the flow of a unique 
character, a gentle one, robust in 
heart.

supremacy for the United States 
Navy in the Pacific today, despite 
the serious losses the fleet suffered

rumors circulated by enemy sources 
for propaganda purposes

ship on which President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill held 
their historic Atlantic meeting 


These new reverses served to 


underline the words the President 
used last night when he told the 
American people In his first war 
report that the United States faced 
a long, hard struggle before it can 
win the war and the peace that 
follows 


And, as commander-in-chief, he 


warned the country in the frankest 
words that its coasts were in the 
front line of the war that exploded 
•without warning Sunday morning 


"The attack at Pearl Harbor," he 


said bluntly, "can be repeated at 
any one of many points—points in 
both oceans and along bo+h our 
coast lines and against ail the rest 
of the hemisphere." 


In War All the Way 


The radio carried the President's 


words from a dimmed-out, heavily- 
guarded White House 


"We are now in this war We are 


all in it—all the way. Every single 
man, woman and child is a partner 
in the most tremendous undertaking

He also disclosed that there would 


be a tremenaous lush expansion of 
the nation's munitions production 
industries, by the construction of 
new plants, the enlargement of oM 
ones, and the mobilization of .small 
plants in the production drive.

scathing condemnation of "Ueoch- 
erously . .

had been egged into war. he as- 
serted, by Geimany's piomiiP that 
a triumphant "new ordei ' would 
parcel out as Japan's fehare of the 
world loot "the complete i nd per- 
petual control of the whole Pacific 
—and that means not only the Far 
East, not only all of the islands in 
the Pacific, but also a stranglehold 
on the west coast rf north, central 
and Soutb-^&merica "

Japan, he continued was working

Churchill Sees 
Sure Victory In 
East For Allies 


London, Dec. 11 (AP)'—Prime Minister Churchill spoke 


gravely today of United States and British Naval losses in the 
Pacific and the Far East, declared Adolf Hitler committed 
a colossal blunder in attacking Soviet Russia, and predicted 
ultimate British victory in North Africa despite unexpected 
reverses. 


"It may well be," he declared in a sweeping review of 


the broadened war, "that we shall have to suffer considerable 
punishment, but we shall defend ourselves everywhere with 
the utmost vigor and in close cooperation with the United 
States and Netherlands Navy. 


Losses Are Severe 


"No one can underrate the gravity of losses inflicted on 


the United States nor underrate the length of time it will 
take to marshal the great forces necessary in the Far East 
for absolute victory." 


Speaking seriously and appearing tired, Churchill never- 


theless declared confidently that the Naval might of Britain 
and the United States "was very greatly superior and still 
is largely superior to the combined forces of the three Axis 
powers." 


He said bluntly that because of American N«val losses 


Britain must expect that United States Naval aid la the At- 
lantic and the volume of American supplies for Britain to be 
reduced, but added: 


"I cannot doubt now thai the 130,000,000 people of the 


United States have bound themselves to thfs war and once 
they get settled down to it ... that the flow of munitions 
and aid of every kind will hastily exceed anything that could 
have b«en expected up to the present."- 


SMprHadKo Aid 


Of the sinking of Britain's battleship Prince of Yrales 


and battlecruiser Repulse by Japanese air attack off Malaya, 
the Prime Minister said he understood they were without sup- 
port of their own land-based fighter p'roies "because of an 
attack which had been made on the airdromes." 


He told Commoas the ships were sunk by Japanese aerial 


torpedoes. 


Churchill described the British campaign in Libya as the 


only place the British could open a field «f fighting that would 
aid Russia. 


"The Libyan offensive,"' he said,*

BEADY TO AiD 


DEFENSE PLAN 


Heady to do their share in the 


national defense program, Adams 
county farmers intend to step up 
their productive lands ty nearly 
12,000 acres next year while they 
prepare to produce' more than 3,000,- 
000 pounds of milk more than this 
year, and. top 194! egg production 
by a hundred thousand dozens. 


Those facts were disclosed in a 


month-long survey of 1,637 of the 
larger farms to the county by 21 
members of the district committees 
in the state Agricultural Conserva- 
iion program. A report of 
the 


county figures has been made to the 
state headquarters at Harrisburg 
and will be used in compiling state- 
wide figures. 


The purpose of the survey, it was 


stated, was to discover what in- 
creases in farm crop and produce 
could be made with present build- 
ings, equipment and livestock popu- 
lations through more efficient and 
intensive 
farming methods. The 


conservation program does riot in- 
tend that cattle herds should be 
increased, new buildings erected, 
new soils placed or large sums of 
money spent in additional equip- 
ment. 


Big Decrease Planned 


Tabulated results of the survey, 


completed this week, show that on 
the farms visited egg production 
next vear is scheduled to jump from 
an estimated 3,292.366 dozens this 
year to 3.388.404 dozens while milk 
production is expected to go up 
from 29.757,197 pounds to 33.066,- 
293 pounds. Hog production planned 
by the farmers will jump from 16.786 
this year to 20.260. 


Although the federal policy on 


com acreage for 1942 has not yet 
been made known, the 
surveyed 


county fanners will plant -29.737 
acres next year as "compared with 
24.891 acres this year, providing, 
such an increase is permitted under 
the crop allotment plan. The aim 
of the conservation program is to 
step up the rate of production per 
acre 


The proposed acreage increases in 


farm and truck crops will reduce 
hay and pasJiire acreages, the sur- 
vey shows.

THE SERENITY OF SILENCE 
We have not yet learned the wise 


therapeutic value of silence. In the 
midst of worry, distress, cr sorrow, 
silence is more than golden. It en- 
ters as "the peace that passeth all 
understanding." 


We have all met many a one with 


whom we have entered into long rfnd 
wordy talk—someone in whose per- 
sonality we had become interested, 
or in whose fertile mind we gained 
many a glimpse of much akin to 
our own, But how much richer is 
the speculative later silence that 
we both experience! 


Archibald Rutiedge tells in bis 


charming little book "The Flower of 
Hope," published many years ago, 
of his being in a boat with his 
colored companion London. Said 
Archibald: "The waters slept. The 
trees beneath which we passed were 
like so many mute spectres. The 
silence of that lost land was eerie, 
heavy, tingling. I complained of it 
to London, 'But, Cap'n,' he said, his 
gentle tone tinged with a surely- 
you-know-better kind of disappoint- 
ment, 'ain't you think stillness is a 
watchman of God?" 
—What comfort there Is in that 
line: "Be still, and know that I am. 
God!" 
There are times when silence is 


far more eloquent and consoling 
than spoken words. A mere press ica. 
of the hand, or a sympathetic glance 
of the eye, has helped to heal many 
a wound. In Thoreau's journal, un- 
der date of February 9, 1841, he 
wrote: "I have been breaking silence 
these 23 years and have hardly made 
a rent in it. Silence has no end; 
speech is but the beginning of it.". 


During the summer months I have 


found no silence quite so full of 
erenity as that which I have ex- 
perienced early in the morning in 
ay boat upon Grand Lake, Nova 
Scotia, with the waters as smooth 
as glass, and no sound afloat Then 
again at dead of night with a sky 
ablaze with stars —and the very 
hemlocks black with silence. At such 
imes that phrase quoted has come 
to me—"Be still, and know that I 
am God!" Certainly at such a time, 
the serenity of God's world is made 
most manifest, most revealing. 


I like that last half hour of the

Russian front. The military spokes- 
man in Berlin said the German push 
eastward was finished until spring.

To Britain that means 
Hitler has withdrav/n many war- 
planes from Russia for use else- 
where. In other words, the fuehrer 
appears to be cooking up a fresh 
scheme to employ against the Allies.

"In this serious time," Hitler told 


the assembly, "I speak to you mem- 
bers of the Reichstag as representa- 
tives of the German nation. 


"Furthermore the entire German 


people snail take cognizance of these 
reports as well as of the decisions 
which our adversaries have forced 
upon us. 


The earlier passages of Hitler's 


speech followed a familiar pattern. 


"If Providence wanted it that war 


should not be avoided, so I must 
thank Providence for putting me 
at the head of the German nation 
in this war which will decide the 
fate not only of Germany but of 
Europe and the e n t i r e world 
throughout the next 500 or 1,000 
years. . - - 


Among other things. Hitler said 


that Germany's sea communications 
"now are open from Spain to Pet- 
samo"—Finnish port in the far 
! north—and "Europe is defended by 
fortifications which in no way are 
less than those of the Siegfried 
line.

actual nutrition value of the menu."

Council of civilians. Since the men 
in the new Army are civilians trans- 
ported into a new field, the same 
recommendation apply — only we 
see to it that they are even bigger 
anrt better, if possible."
